riding with him over the country behind 
his sleek and well-fed team, on the good 
hard roads which they have everywhere in 
this country at this season of the year, I 
am prepared to indorse the feports con- 
cerning him which I have quokd. 

Mr. McFadden is one of the compara- 
tively few farmers in California who con- 
ducts his operations, as near as may Le, 
on Eastern methods. That is to say, he 
is a miscellaneous farmer. He grows 


wheat, corn and barley in the way of 
grains, alfalfa in the way of grass, and 
jeeds all the cattle, hegs and horses his 
range will support. He has about 1000 
head of hogs, 700 head of cattle and a 
number of horses and mules. His prin- 
cipal crop is corn, of which he grows in 
what is called ‘‘ swamp land’’ about 75 
bushels to the acre. He sells very little 
corn and no barley. He turns his hogs 
and cattle into his barley as soon 
as it is ripe, hogs first and cattle 
afterwards, and in this way fattens 
them for market during the dry season. 
His corn he utilizes for the same purpose 
later on in the year. Occasionally he 
hires a corn fodder range and grass pas- 
ture outside of his own rancho. He also 
has a mountain rancho, to which he sends 
his cattle for wiuter and spring grazing. 
He sold last year $17,000 worth of hogs off 
his rancho, which was clear profit, his 
uther stock avd grains paying all ex- 
peuses. He says he makes over 10 per 
cent. on an estimated valuation of $1%5,- 
000 for his laud and farming plant of all 
kinds. He makes at least 20 per cent. on 
the original cost to him of his land. Ata 
very reasonable valuation his rancho, 
good and bad, would sell for $60 per acre. 
He would not take that forit. It cost 
him, in piecemeal, from $10 to $20 per 
acre. He got most of it by buying an in- 
terest in a litigated Spanish grant. It is 
one of the few rancho; in California that 
is especially adapted to raising corn. The 
whole corn crop of the State in 1880 was 
only 2.000,000 bushels, of which more 
than one-half was raised in this (Los 
Angeles) county. At 75 bushels to the 
auere, he can raise on 500 acres of swamp

HOW PLOWING IS DONE. 


While I was on his place he was break- 
ing a large ficld with an eight gang plow 
—that is, a plow that turns cight furrows 

to which was hitched twelve mules, two 
abreast. Wheat and barley are sown any 
time during the winter. In case of a lim- 
ited rainfall, especially if it falls early in 
the winter, it is better to get these crops in 
before December, but if the rainfall is de- 
laved, and then quite copious, the grain 
sown at the last of the winter or in the 

spring does better. Mr. Mchadden’s ex- 
perience, taking the average of seasons, is 
that it was better to plant and sow in the 
fall. 

On good land, slightly damp, or on ir- 
rigated land, alfalfa grass will cut four or 
tive crops during the season. Altogether 
it will average five tons to the acre, worth 
anywhere from $6 to $10 per ton on the 
farm, according to the season. 

Potatoes are a paying crop in the swamp 
lands. During oueof our drives we talked 
with a small farmer who had sold $180 
worth of potatoes and corn off a single acre. 
He had but 60 acres altogether. on which 
he was supporting a small family of eight 
persons, besides having made part of the 
purchase price of the place off the land. 

We sawsome of the most extraordinary 
pumpkins at this place I ever saw any- 
where. Mr. McFadden estimated one of 
them at 130 pounds, and he is a very care- 
ful estimater in everything. He told me 
of two pumpkins, materially larger, which 
he had shipped East as specimens of what 
the country could produce. We met an- 
otherman digging potatoes who s id that 
his land (which was peat land) was turn- 
ing out 100 sacks (110 pounds to the sack) 
to the acre, worth at the railroad six miles 
distant, $1.25 per sack. He was a renter, 
not an owner, and said he would be glad 
to get the land next year at $12 per acre. 
The soil, when you put a spade in it, is 
not only damp, but very gooty, and you 
could dry the sod and burn it for fuel, 
the same as peatin Ireland. It was near 
the sea coast that we came upon this land. 
Of course it is very valuable. What 
would land be worthin West Virginia that 
would rent for $12 per acre? During a 
drive of twenty-five miles we saw various 
kinds of land, worth all the way from 
nothing up to $100 per acre. The worth- 
less land was alkali soil. Iam told that 
in some localities in California, where 
they have been able to get a stream of 
water that will wash this land, it can be 
reclaimed. Ihave also heard that toma- 
toes will grow abundant:y on it and finally 
redeem it. Sometimes the alkali is so 
apparent that the land looks as if salt had 
been thickly strewn upon it. 

But notwithstanding a kali land, and 
waste land of évery description, Alexander 
Del Mar, of San Francisco, formerly Statis- 
tician of the United States Treasury at 
Washington, said to me recently that Cali- 
fornia would sustain‘a larger population 
tnan France. France has 37,000,000 of 
people and California has about 1,000,000. 
A traveler is almost ready to adopt this in- 
credible statement after seeing what I 
have seen in this end of the Santa Ana 
Valley, Where in the districts of Orange, 
Tustin and Santa Ana the vineyard and 
orchard population must be close on to 
the average of Massachusetts, which is 
over 100 to the square mile. The aver- 
age of France, counting Paris and all her 
Cities, is 28.

WHENCE COMETH IT ? 


Quantities of Scoriz Thrown Up on 
the Laguna Beach 

Judge Heathman, who has just returned 
from Santa Ana, informs a TrMEs reporter 
that for some time past an immense de- 
posit of scori# has been made by the 
waves along the beach from Newport 
down as far as San Juan. This scorie is 
light and porous, like pumice stone, and 
floats readily in sea water. It comes with 
the current from the northern coast, and 
is supposed by some to be the result of 


the volcano reported some time since 
from the north seus, and by others to 
have come from Japan, and by still others 
it aggre so Se have drifted this way from 
the coas Java, the scene of the recent 
fatal earthquakes and volcanic eruptions. 
An analysis of it shows it to have been 
formed from a kind of clay that is a non- 
conductor of heat. The appearance of 
the scorix, although similar to pumice 
stone in some respects.is of a steel-grayish 
color, much finer grain than pumice 
stone, and wears the appearance of very 
light and porous cinder from stone-coal. 
Various theories have been offered, but 
the most reasonable one is that it is the 
product of some volcanic eruption in. the 
sea On the line of the currents that set in 
to this shore. Possibly the scene of the 
submatine eruption may be very near to 
our own coast.

It’s a question that I am interested in, as 
what woman isn’t when the question of 
years comes up for consideration?

TRAMP! TRAMP! THE BOYS 


Are Marching to Prison—Enght or 
Them Taken in. 

Last evening, about 1U o'clock, Officer 
McMahon, while patroling in the vicinity 
of the Plaza on the outskirts of Sonora- 
town, heard a confused murmur of voices 
in the shrubbery of that place, and creep- 
ing close, beheld a gang of tramps, to the 
number of seventeen, seated on the grass 
at the time. One of the number was de- 
tailing to his companions a project by 
which the entire crowd would be put ona 
solid financial basis before another day 
had passed. Before the plan had been 
broached one of the number beheld the 
listening officer, and quickly informed his 
companions, in the vernacular peculiarly 
their own, of the fact. 

The officer, seeing he was discovered, 
proceeded up town, and informing Offi- 
cers Berry, Horner, Benedict and Botello, 
the five ofticers succeeded in returning in 
time to round up eight of the gang They 
were marched to the police station, where 
they were registered, giving ‘the following 
names: Hugh Riley, August Bendler, 
Wm. Shultz, Thos. C nreahly, Geo. 
Wiedman, W. M. Quinn, Ed. Wheeler, 
George Herst and Wm. Tuenot, after 
which proceeding they were locked up for 
the night on charges of vagrancy. 

The entire crowd bear mé6st villainous 
countenances, are dirty and repulsive, and 
would, no doubt, have committed many 
robberies, and perhaps more serious 
crimes, had it not been for their very 
clever capture. This gang is the nucleus, 
the officers state, of a large band which 
yearly congregate in this vicinity, sleep- 
ing in outhouses and vineyards, and prey- 
ing on the community at large. They 
will be arraigned before Judge Morgan 
to-day, and will undoubtedly do gvod 
work for the city, laboring in the chain- 
gang, for some days to come. 


The Arrest of Procopio. 

Some time since the Times published an 
account of the arrest of a bandit in Mex- 
ico, supposed to be Procopio, the nephew 
of the great robber chief, Joaquin Muriet- 
ta. The arrest was made by Pete Gabriel, 
of Tucson, and, as will be seen by the 
annexed item from an Arizona exchange, 
was a mistake: 


Procopio, alias Murietta, alias Red Dick, 
by ex-Sheriff Gabriel, turns out to have 
been a mistake—that is to say Gabriel ar- 
rested the wrong man.

About eighteen months ago he was 
executed at Guaymas by order of Gov- 
ernor Ortiz, for the murder of a barber.
